Application of Limited Budget 
Is Outlined by Relief Board 


Application of the extremely limited 
budget to the purchase of food for 
health and thrift was outlined Satur- 
day by the unemployment relief head- 
quarters of the Atlanta emergency re- 
lief committtee after conferences 
among dietitians and social workers 
with the view of guiding families on 
the relief lists. 

The difficulty involved in selection 
of well-rounded and nutritious asso-t- 
ments of food even with the average 
family budget was pointed out, a con- 


dition which is increased as_ the 
money available is lessened. The mar- 
ket lists were prepared to fit the 
emergency allowance which is given 
by the unemployment relief head- 
quarters at 23 Pryor street, N. E., 
to sustain a family in an immediate 
emergency while an investigation of 
its permanent needs is undertaken. 
What can be done with $2, the 
amount of the temporary “grocery 
order” available for a small family 
pending this investigation, is shown 
in the following market list, the con- 


\tents of~ which the relief office com- 
mended as properly balanced: 


Six pounds flour, 21 cents: half- 
peck meal, 13 cents; one pound lard, 
S cents; two pounds grits, 5 cents; 


10 cents; one box oatmeal, 10 cents; 
one pound salt meat, 8 cents; four 


to five pounds potatoes, 10 cents: one 
pound prunes, 8 cents; two pounds 
cabbage. 10 cents; two pounds tyr- 
nip greens, 10 cents; three cans evap- 
orated milk, 10 cents; one pound 
tropical nut butter, 12 cents; two 
cakes soap, 10 cents; one pound 
coffee, 15 cents; one pound sugar, 5 
cents; one dozen eggs. 15 cents. 

The list for a $3 “grocery order,” 
which is given for emergency relief 
to families of more than three or 
four, includes the same foods, with 


increased provision for certain arti-

In the financial stress following 
the market crash of 1929, thousands 
of United States banks have failed, 
millions in deposits have been wiped 
away and»many more millions have 
been withdrawn from the sound banks 
in the United States and hidden awzy 
because of unfounded fear, by deposi- 
tors, of the solvency of these in- 
stitutions, 
No Canadian banks have failed 
since the beginning of the depres- 
sion, or for many years before, no 
bank scares have occurred, and no 
‘bank has had serious difficulties. 
| Annual reports of the 10 Canadian 
‘banks in January were scrutinized 
‘with interest on both sides of the 
‘boundary line, They disclosed that 
| banking in Canada was not as prof- 
litable now as in the years immedi- 
‘ately preceding the market crash, and 


bank shareholders had to be satisfied | 


with only regular dividends in 1931 
without the bonus usual at the end 
of the banking year. 
' From the viewpoint of the deposi- 
‘tor, however, the banks stand as 
‘Strong apd sound as ever. 

Different Systems. 
Banking in Canada and banking in 
ithe United States have progressed 
along radically different lines. The 
United States system is preponderant- 


number of small banks with a super- 
imposed central banking system. In 
Canada the banking requirements are 
met by 10 large. independent banks 
with almost 5,000 branches. 

These banks are independent in 
management and stock ownership, 
and there is no central banking 
system. 

In a system of independent units 
as in the United States, each bank 
depends entirely upon its own re- 
sources and the prosperity of its sec- 
tion of the country. If the commu- 
nity served is engaged chiefly in one 
‘occupation, the stability of the bank

The figures contained in the order 
were illuminating. In the North Cau- 
easus SS per cent of the peasant 
households, controlling 94 per cent of 
the cultivated land, were collectivized ;

of the lands, were collectivized; in 


the middle Volga the figures were 90. 


per cent and 95 per cent respectively ; 
in the Ukranian steppes, 85 and 94 
per cent; Crimea, 83 and 8U per cent 
and in the grain regions of the 
Urals, 75 and S82 per cent. These are 
the principai grain regions of Euro- 
pean Russia, where most of the ex- 
port wheat is produced, 

Preliminary studies for the second 
five-year plan for agriculture 
already been made public, 
ond plan is scheduled to start early 
in 1933. It calls for increasing the 
sown area from the 343,000,000 acres 
eultivated this year to 470,000,000 to 
DO0,000,000 acres by the end of 1937. 
The report pointed out that the task 
was not so much that of increasing 
the sown acreage as of increasing the 
vield per acre. By the increased use 
of machinery and mineral fertilizers 
and by general improvement of ‘farm 
technique the gross output of grain 
is expected to be increased by 60 per 
eent. Cattle farming is scheduled for 
a 250 per cent increase. The second 
plan calls for a total of 15,000,000- 
horse power in tractors alone. 

Menace of Russian Cotton.

DETROIT, April 2.—Seven out of 
every ten automobiles now sold in 
America are low-priced cars, accord- 
ing to a recent survey. For the 
last three days, Detroit has begun to 
realize just what this means. and 
with the rest of the country during 
the coming weeks, this city will learn 
even more about what it means and 
the changes it has brought. 

In the low-priced field, an Arma- | 
geddon fight is on to determine the 
survival of the fittest. It is the eul- 
mination of more than three years 
during which the big producers have 
heen striving to outdo each other by 
giving more car for Jess money. 

The contest is three-cornered, with 
Ford, General Motors and Chrysler 
vying for proportionate shares of the 
available business. With the Ford 
announcement made, nation-wide cu- 
riosity has been relieved. The other 
makers welcome -an end to the uncer- 
tainty and the chance for open-field | 
competition. 

The new set-up, with changes in the 
last few days, discloses high lights of 
interest. Ford's V-8 introduction for 
the first time brings into the 
priced division and the 8500 range a 
car with eight cylinders in the V 
shaped arrangement. The V-type en- 
gine prin@iple as previously built and 
sold at higher prices has been con- 
ceded an edge for smoothness and si- 
lent operation. Some straight eight 
engines have been built for which the 
claim was made that they equalled 
the V-type in these respects, but .none 
has ever been claimed to excel it. 

Four and Eight Comparison. 

The straight eight, on the other 
side of the argument, has been less 
expensive to build; it is simpler than 
V-type in operation and less diffi- 
cult to repair. For high-speed work 
it has advantages that have heen 
demonstrated on the speedways and 
the highways, too. 

As between the four-cylinder and 
six-cylinder engine types, the latter 
is conceded to possess what engineers 
eall “inherent balance,” which for 
(hevrolet represents three vears of re- 
finement sinee first brought out by 
(;eneral Motors. Its performance 
with existing freedom from vibration 
is a known quantity. 

Engine power and its application 
in varying capacity always has been 
a dehatable question among those who 
drive cars. For -simplicity and low 
cost, the four-cylinder cars have been 
in a class by themselves, but were 
subject to periods of vibration, par- 
ticularly in the lower ranges of speed, 
that had to be corrected.

Purification of Talc Provides 
Another Industry for Georgia 


DALTON, Ga., April 2.—Founded 
upon a recently developed electro- 
chemical process for purifying and 
whitening low-grade tale rock, a new 
industry which has great possibilities 
for exploitation of Georgia’s vast talc 
resources has been established at 
Chatsworth by the Moss Chemical 
Company with central offices here. 


Headed by Wade Moss Jr., a chem- 
ist of national reputation, runner-up 
for the 1929 Nobel chemistry prize, 
and former chief chemist for the Tom 
Huston Peanut Company, this new 
chemical company has opened a plant 
at Chatsworth capable of producing 
60. tons of the finished product week- 
ly. Rapid expansion of the plant is 
planned soon as acceptance of the 
product is built up. 

That there is field for expansion 
in the industry in Georgia is evident 
when it is considered that there are 
practically limitless deposits of tale 
rock throughout this section of the 
state. This rock has been mined for 
upward of 60 years, but because the 
rock is of a gray color and not suit- 
able for use in the cosmetic trade or 
other industries where a pure white 
tale is demanded, the mining has 
never been exploited to any great ex- 


tent. 


Through this new proce.s Mr. Moss 
declares that he can produce a white, 
fluffy tale equal in appearance and 
quality to the finest Italian tale, 
which is now chiefly used in cosmetics 
and other compounds requiring high- 
grade tale. It is understood that na- 
tionally known cosmetic companies are 
testing the product of the Moss 
Chemical Company with a view to 
using Georgia tale in place of the 
imported Italian tale in order to save 
transportation expenses and import 
duties. 

Although the pioneer plant is not 
of large capacity, it represents a 
heavy investment in equipment and 
in technical skill. All employes are 
technically trained men and graduates 
of leading technical schools. 

The process by which impurities 


and gray cartes is taken out of the 
Georgia talc is secret but it is 
dependent entirely on electro-chemi- 
cal action. The process is termed 
“superfiltering” by Mr. Moss and it 
removes iron, nickel, lime, calcium 
oride, calcium carbonate, magnesium 
oxide, iron oxide and other undesir- 
able ingredients from the raw rock. 
That this process is commercially 
practical is shown by the fact that 
it can convert raw material valued 
at about $5 a ton into products worth 
about 50 cents a pound, Mr. Moss 
points out. 

Located right at the door of Geor- 
gia’s talc mines, this new chemical 
company is in an ideal position to 
carry on its process economically and 
to expand as rapidly as is necessary 
to meet the demand. 

This new industry was brought to 
Georgia chiefly as the result of sur- 
veys carried on by the industrial de- 
partment of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany. Although Mr. Moss and his as- 
sociates first had planned to locate 
in another southern state, the power 
company engineers brought to their 
attention the savings in transporta- 
tion costs which could be effected by 
locating near the tale mines. 

President Moss points out that 
Georgia’s talc deposits are among the 
largest in the nation and by far bet- 
ter adapted for the company’s process 
than any other tale deposits in the 
south. As a rule, American talc, in 
the raw state, is far inferior to the 
Italian talc, which fact has given the 
Italian product almost a monopoly 
in the cosmetics trade, he said. 

The whitening and purifying of 
talc by this new ° electro-chemical 
process will enable Georgia tale to 
compete on even terms with the Ital- 
lan product in the cosmetics trade, 
Mr. Moss explained. Furthermore, 
the processed Georgia tale will be 
well suited for use in the rubber in- 
dustry, the paper trade, the soap in- 
dustry and for composition with 
paints, plaster, roof cement, pencil 
leads, artificial stone and many other 
products.

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Large Majority of Colleges for Women 
In Country Located in Atlantic States 


This is the fifth of a series of articles on women’s colleges 
in America prepared by a committee from the Southern 
Association of Colleges for Women. 


The separate colleges for women are 
found very largely in the Atlantic sea- 
board and sevthern states, Of these 
institutions the Baptist, Methodist 
and Presbyterian denominational 
Jezes are largely found in the south: 
the Roman Catholie colleges in the 
Horth: the non-sectarian and private 
Colleges in the north: the state-sun- 

rted colleges in the south and the 
junior in the central states. 
Certain definite influences have 
brought about this localization 
Colleges for women as a group and of 
the different types of colleges within 
the group.

The reasons for this rather definite 
localization of colleges for women 
must be sought in the early history 
of the development of college educa- 
tien for women beginning approxt- 
mately 75 years ago. When the col 
leges began to offer their opportunities 
to women during the latter half of 
the Jast century, the older 
states were more conservative 
the younger western states and 
gequentivy were more tenacious in hold- 
ing to the old idea of separate edu 
cation for the sexes. Furthermore the 
older states were more populous than 
the younger western states and 
would better supply with patronage in 
the same territory the two types of 
colleges, one for men and one 
women. Also the difference in wealth 
between the older states = and 
younger states made it more practical 
to have the two types of colleges in 
the richer and older states and the 
one co-educational type of college in 
the poorer and: younger one. 

Another condition influencing — the 
establishment of this type of college 
in this eastern section was the fact 
that in the older states many well- 
established colleges for men were in 
existence before women were given the 
opportunities of a education 
When college education for women 
Was introduced into these wtates lt was 
practically as easy to establish new 
schools for women as it would have 
been to reorganize and ehlarge the 
existing imestitutions for men. ‘This 
Was not fhe in the westery 
states, ‘The acceptance of the idea of 
college lor women ante 
dated the format#n of many of these 
etrntes, When the colleges of these 
new states were established it was 
necessary to provide for women as 
well as for men.

Unbroken Account. 

From September 17, 1910, until 
the present tine we have an unbroken 
account of our club life, thanks to 
the very efficient secretaries who have 
so beautifully kept the records. When 
Marvin hall was burned February 
2h, 1916, record ~ fell from a 
hookease being taken from the fire 
and rested in a ditch until it was 
recovered days afterward. With such 
wealth of material at hand, the only 
task is to condense, as we are com- 
pelled to do.

Every call was answered; buy- 
ing Liberty bonds, the fund for war 
libraries, recreation halls, soldiers’ 
(‘hristmas fund, Red Cross sewing and 
knitting. Not the least was conserva- 
tion. The lessons then learned in our 
cooking classes have not been forgot- 
ten. 

At the ringing of a bell, all prayed 
for peace. Clothes were sent to Bel- 
sian children. For one year a French 
orphan was cared for. The follow- 
ing year an Armenian child = was 
adopted.

WEITER, that brilliant planet which now is visible 
through most of the night, is one of the most 
interesting of the heavenly bodies, both to the 
amateur and to the professional astronomer.

There are many characteristics of 
Jupiter which indicate a probable high 
temperature. For instance, there is an 
abundance of clouds which go through 
rapid motions and transformations. This 
imphes a vigorous vertical circulation 


between the surface and the underlying 


nucleus, if there is one. All this requires 
a constant supply of heat. Since this 
planet, being 483,000,000 miles from the 
sun, receives only 1/27 as much light 
and heat from that body as does the 
earth, it is believed that it is hot on its 
own account. It seems probable that 
the planet is in a way akin to the sun— 
hot, but not hot enough ta be seif- 
luminous. 

Considering its great distance from 
the sun, Jupiter shines with undue 
brightness, and it is believed that a 
heated condition would augment its 
luminosity. In the process of cooling, 
a large planet such as Jupiter would 
require a much greater time to reach 
the habitable stage than wou!d a body 
such as the earth or Mars. Though 
many authorities hold that the four 
outer planets—Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune—are hot and largely gas- 
eous, there are some who believe them 


to be cold. The matter lately has been 


the subject ot a great deal of investiga- 
tion, and it is hoped that conclusions 
soon may be reached. 

The markings on Jupiter assume the 
form of belts or zones, which appear to 
rotate at different speeds. The planet 
turns on its axis about every Y hours 
55 minutes. The period of rotation can 
be given only approximately because it 
varies with the different zones trom 9% 
hours 3) minutes to 9 hours 56% min- 
utes. Thus a day on Jupiter ts consid- 
erably less than half as long ag a day on 
earth. The great speed at which it 1s 
spinning has caused it to become quite 
flat at the poles. 

The plane of Jupiter's rotation about 
its own axis corresponds very closely to 
that of its orbit around the sun, the 
angle of inclination being only about 
three degrees. Upon Jupiter therefore. 
there is not the great differential be- 
tween winter and summer that there 1s 
upon the earth. 

The spectrum of the planet differs 
little from that of reflected sunlight. 
indicating that the rays are not obliged 
to penetrate the atmosphere to any great 
extent before they are reflected back by 
There are. however, faint shad- 
ings in the red and orange parts of the 
spectrum which indicate the presence of 
some unidentified constituent in the

HIPPOPOTAMUS, at best, 
isnot an engaging or exciting 
personality. Thick-skinned, 
heavy and clumsy, it looks 
like a synonym for sluggish- 
ness or stupidity. 

But Miss Huberta was dif- 


ferent. Her recent “‘murder,”’ 
at the hands of ignorant na- 
tives who didn’t realize the 
seriousness of their crime, 
has ended one of the most extraordinary sagas 
of wild life to come out of darkest or brightest 
Africa. 

Along the eastern coast of the continent, in 
the tents of Zulu natives, as well as the offices 
of British provincial authorities, her name is 
mentioned with affection, esteem—and even 
awe. For Huberta was born with.that elusive 
quality—lIt. Self-assurance, intuition, personality 
and a sense of humor all were combined in her 
makeup. 

Where she came from, nobody exactly knows, 
but for eighteen months she wandered alone 
down the East African coastline, into a maze of 
thrilling and hilarious adventures. From her 
probable birthplace, on the Umkuzi River, in 
Zululand, she traveled through the province of 
Natal and then through the province of the 
Cape. 

She zig-zagged about the country, entering 
places where hippos hadn’t been seen in one 
hundred years. She blocked traffic on bridges, 
scared early morning celebrants by appearing 
in the main street of a town and eluded zoo of- 
ficials in a crazy game of hide and seek. She 
devoured. a quarter of an acre of sugar-cane, but 
not a cry was raised in protest. She wrecked a 
cabbage patch, but the owner shrugged his 
shoulders. She mowed a path through a mealie- 
field and it was accepted as inevitable. It was 
the price she exacted for the joy of her com- 
pany. 

In spite of- her depredations she gathered 
friends as she went, until she became the pet of 
South Africa, adopted and protected by the gov- 
ernment. There was no subject more important 
to residents or newspaper editors of a large part 
of the continent than the doings, and eventual 
undoing, of Huberta. She created so much at- 
tention, in fact, that word of this remarkable 
hippo reached London, and elsewhere. The 
author, who sets forth the saga for American 
readers for the first time, had the privilege of 
Huberta’s acquaintance. 

She was about four and a half years old, not 
quite full-grown. Her height was just under 
four feet, and her figure hardly fashionable. But 
until her death everybody thought of her as a 
him—and she was called Hubert. 

The mystery of this hippo is a strange one 
even for Africa. Of all the animals of the jungle, 
the hippopotamus is the least inclined to travel 
alone. Always the hippos move in herds. But 
there must have been some force behind the urge 
which drove Huberta southwards from her shel- 
tered home in distant Zululand, down to the 
civilization of the coastal! belt of Africa, whence 
every hippo had been driven long ago. 

The practical hunters of Afmca insist that 
Huberta separated from her herd and then 
wandered in search of it. But the romanticists 
think that hers was a search for the land of her 
ancestors. At any rate she decided to travel, so 
she took to the highways and gaily set out for 
Natal. 

On the morning of November 22, 1928, a 
startled proprietor of a sugar estate near the 
town of New Geulderland called up a local

newspaper editor and said a hippo was on his 
land. Nobody believed it, but a photographer 
went out to the scene and there, sure enough, 
was the hippo. 

To photograph her was a delicate problem. 
It was necessary to have some one dance before 
the hippo. When she was about to dash out and 
annihilate her tormentor, the photographer was 
to step into her lair, set his camera, wait her 
return, click the shutter and remove himself with 
all speed possible. The plan worked and thus 
the first outrage of publicity was perpetrated on 
the untutored Huberta. After that experience 
she was obliging. If a photographer wanted a 
picture, Miss Huberta would stop and put on her 
best expression. 

News of her visit spread. Soon a bus was ply- 
ing for hire in the streets 
of nearby towns. It 
bore the legend: ‘‘To the 
Mighty Hippo and Back— 
Sixpence Only.” Mean- 
while a policeman decided 
the animal must belong to 
somebody, so he wired the 
Provincial Administration 
for instruction. The 
Administration announced 
that Huberta was not to 
be molested. \

in the land of the Zulus. 
But it really was her trump card

his old haunts. Thus they sometimes took to the 
trees. In vain, did the Zoo men offer five dollars 
to the first native to see Huberta and $25 to the 
man who slipped the lasso over her head. So 
the chase was given up in despair. 

Thus, under the protection of the ghost of 
the bloody Chaka, Huberta lived happily for 
some time in a deep pool. Superstition made her 
the pet of the Zulus and finally, having had a 
good rest, she moved on south. 

The town of Tongaat got its first impression 
of Huberta by finding her fast asleep in the 
middle of a one-way bridge. All the yelling and 
horn-tooting in the world failed to disturb her. 
Finally the bumper of a car roused Huberta and 
she ambled good-naturedly across the bridge. 
Feeling that she was going to receive too much 
attention again, she went into shelter for a whole 
month. 

But she soon made her appearance outside the 
city of Durban. The last time a hippo had been 
seen there was in 1898. Huberta really wasn’t 
seen at first, but her footmarks were, on the 
fashionable Beachwood Golf course. She left 
definite evidence of her in- 
terest in the game—a trail 
of mighty footprints from tee 
to green.

Her greatest friend, “The Natal 
Mercury,’ tactfully urged Huberta to seek fresh 
pastures ‘‘unless she wishes to join the band of 
her brothers in the Durban Museum, a fate which. 
might be necessary if she makes a nuisance of 
herself.” 

Huberta took the advice and strutted out of 
the town with her snub nose high in the air. Pit? 
Durban officials conferred, held secret meetinys, 
and decided to Do Something About It. A resolu- 
tion was adopted declaring that any zoo in South 
Africa, prepared to effect Huberta’s capture, 
could have the animal. Many memorandums, 
communiques, and telegrams—in re hippo— 
were issued. ; 

About this time the Administration of the 
Province of Natal decided that officials of Dur- 
ban were not doing right by our Huberta. They 
determined to protect her rights. 

Thus, when the administration received from | 
a zoo an offer of 150 pounds (or $750) for the 
capture of Huberta, it sternly refused. What} 
father and mother of a hippo, which the Ad-° 
ministration held it was, would permit so danver- 
ous a procedure?

Others offered to assure a 
nice home for hippo, with a 
first class pool and full pro- 
tection, day and night. 

gut while they were debating, conferring and 
writing ‘‘anent” and “in re hippo,’ Huberta went 
her own lumbering way. For three and a half 
months she had spent her time on the outskirts 
of Durban. Early in June, 1929, the old restless- 
ness of spirit came over her. With a final flare 
of publicity she set out on her southerly trek 
which was to land her many miles—400, in fact 
—to the south. 

That final flare consisted of the liveliest night 
ever spent on the Sydenham dairy farm she chose 
to visit. She appeared first to a tethered mule 
which didn’t remain long tethered. The quaking 
Zulu who went to investigate met, he asserted, a 
yreen-eyed monster which breathed fire over 
him. Not only was the. mule a nervous wreck, 
end the Zulu as well, but “The Natal Mercury’”’ 
solemnly reported that “the old cow in the bot- 
tom field Jumped the barbed wire fence and 
Vanished,” 

In the flooding light of the full moon, a small 
party went out to see Huberta on the farm. They 
found her munching steadily in a cabbage patch. 
As she snicked off each lovely vegetable there 
was a distinct smacking of gargantuan lips. 
What she did not eat she squashed. Dawn 
brought to light the full toll she had taken. But 
the tarmer, a broadminded man, announced 
yood-naturedly that ‘‘some one, after all, had to 
pay for her fun.” 

Continuing her way south, Huberta created 
more attention and accumulated affection. From 
coast resort to resort she went. Little- 
known hamlets leaped into thenews 
Huberta was there! Near the village 
of Anerley she joined the ranks of the 
lrmmortals—she was deified by the In- 
dian market gardeners. 

Perhaps there was more than a 
purely religious significance in the 
Temple Hluberta had raided 
gardens with a thoroughness at which 
she excelled.

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Hints For Flower and Vegetable 


Gardeners}: 


BY W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN. 


HE origin of the dahlia will give 
us quite a little insight into the 
conditions under which it will 


grow to best advantage. The dahlia 
originally came from the mountains 
close to Mexico City. at an altitude 
of from 1,000 to 2,000 feet above that of 
the city which is some 7,000 feet above 
sea level. There the days are very hot. 
but the nights are more than comfort- 
ably cool. This should be ample explana- 
tion for the fact that the dahlias bloom 
better in the fall than at any other time 
of the year. During the 19th century, 
it became quite popular in Europe and 
it was there that most of the ground 
work for the varieties that we enjoy now, 
was laid. During that century the cac- 
tus type, the ball, and the collarette 
were introduced. 


A very lazy man in @ very lazy coun- 
try, to avoid back-breaking work, in- 
vented a paper, known as much paper, 
to save himself the trouble of cutting 
weeds and cultivating. Our picture illus- 
trates this use and in addition very 
forcefully shows how much stronger and 
faster the plants grow when planted 
through this mulch paper. In appear- 
ance, it is similar to roofing paper and 
the sun beating down on this black sur- 
face holds the heat into the ground, 
pushing the plants along. 

This picture was taken in Glen's Fall, 
N. Y., and the crop growing is evergreen 
bantam sweet corn. 

The hybrid cactus dahlia type might 
be classed as being halfway between 
the formal decorative type and the very 
large cactus type. 

Some of the hybrid cactus varieties 
that were grown most successfully in 
Atlanta last year were Sunset Glow, a 
blood-orange; George Walters, old gold; 
Ambassador, yellow blend; Cigaret, white 
with scarlet tips; Fort Monmouth, crim- 
son; Robert E. Lee, a cardinal red. 

The typical cactus dahlias have long- 
er petals, more curved and rolled and 
are what might be called ragged look- 


ing. F. W. Fellows is a good example 
of the typical cactus type. 

Sunset Glow is sometimes called an 
orange dahlia, but might better be call- 
ed an autmun-colored flower. The base 
of the petal is yellow, shading into scar- 
let about midway the petal and from 
this scarlet, shading into a yellow tip. 
Sunset Glow is a particularly early 
bloomer and should find a place in every 
garden. 

There are two other hybrid cactus 
dahlias that were more than satisfac- 
tory last year in most dahlia gardens in 
Atlanta. They are Ambassador and Alice 
Whittier. A beautiful shade of yellow is 
hard to find, but it may be seen in Alice 
Whittier. The plant will usually grow 
to a height of about six feet and it is 
not unusual to find flowers that are 10 
inches in diameter. 

The most Stirling attribute of this 
flower is the color. A most beautiful 
shade of clear, primrose yellow. The 
color is so clear that oftentimes these 
dahlias are mistaken for artificial 
flowers. Some of them that we had the 
pleasure of seeing in Inman Park last 
year were most outstanding, and even 
on the plants appeared almost artificial, 
they were so perfect. 

Ambassador is another fine hybrid 
cactus type that should be found in 
every garden. The plant grows about five 
feet tall and the flowers are usually 
about eight inches across. The color is 
a yellow blend, the center being a soft. 
yellow, shading to a salmon amber and 
pink toward the edges. 

Last year about the time dahlia tubers 
should have been removed from the 
ground, divided and reset, we were at- 
tacked by spring fever and our time was 
given to other, and what we considered 
at the time, more interesting work. We 
left the tubers in the ground. About a 
week ago, we decided to see how they 
looked and we dug, and then we dug 
and dug some more, and after resting a 
bit, we dug some more, They are al] 
gone!

THE FINESSE. 
LESSON 17.

among beginners. But it is also 

true that @ hazy knowledge of 
finessing is both likely to give away 
tricks by finessing “the wrong way,’ and 
to sacrifice tricks by not finessing at 
all. The general rule may be laid down 
that if the declarer’s contract is in no 
way endangered by the possible failure 
of a finesse may well be run. For, 
though it is true that only one out of 
every two finesses wins a trick, on the 
average, it is also true that never to 
make an extra trick. This is just the dif- 
ference between a 50-50 chance and no 
chance at all. 

To finesse a card is to attempt to 
take a trick with a high card which is 
not the highest outstanding card in the 
suit—that is, a higher card is held by 
one of the adversaries. If the higher 
card is played on the trick, the finesse 
fails. The definite object in making a4 
finesse must then be to play the high 
card in such a manner that only one 
opponent is given the opportunity to 
play the higher card. It should be 
obvious that if both opponents are given 
the opportunity to win the trick, one 
must surely have the higher card one 
is finessing against.

The queen cannot be finessed by 
leadirf® it, for to do so would give West 
and East @ach the opportunity to play 
the king. and no matter which opponent 
had it, he would play it. This is espe- 
cially true if North is the dummy, and 
the three low cards are clearly visible 
However, if declarer leads a low card 
from the dummy, East is faced with a 
dilemma, thus: (1) if East plays the 
king, South will win with the ace, v- 
ing the queen good for a trick: |

lead a low card toward the queen, and 
then lead a low card toward the ace and 
knave in the other hand—which can be 
done, of course, Only if tricks can be 
taken in other suits meanwhile, in order 
to get the lead in the hands as desired. 

The principle of finessing is not dif- 
ficult once you understand the probabili- 
vies. If the finessed card is the first card 
played out of four, each opponent has 
yet to play. No matter which one holds 
the king, he will thus be able to play 
it if he chooses. When a low card is led 
first, one Opponent must play BEFORE 
the hand which holds the card to be 
finessed. If the first opponent to play 
does not play the higher card, there is 
only one chance left that the other. op- 
ponent will play it. The proper way to 
finesse is, therefore, to lead so that the 
finessed card is the THIRD CARD to 
be played on the trick. If a higher card 
is played second, the finesse is unneces- 
sary; if a higher card is not played, the 
finesse may be taken on the 50-50 
chance that the last player will not win 
the trick. 

Another way of saying the same thing 
is to lay down the rule that a player 
should never lead away from tenaces 
‘broken honor sequences, as A Q, A Q@ 
10, K J, etc.). It is always best to lead 
toward tenaces, and also toward a lone 
honor (as queen and small cards, or king 
and small cards), or to wait until your 
partner or declarer leads the suit. if 
you are in the position of the defend- 
ing player. 


TODAY'S POINTER. 


An understanding of the principles 
governing finessing is essential to good 
play at the contract table. Contract is 
not & game of aces and kings alone, but

the plants and they are losing their 
leaves, we plan to dig the tubers. 

The best means of storage is in peat 
moss and they should be placed in this 
as soon as the tubers are sufficiently 
dried out. Some people prefer to store 
them in sand, but care must be taken 
that the sand is perfectly dry or they 
will rot as easily as if they were left 
in the ground. It is well to take a look 
at them about once each month to make 
sure that they are not drying out too 
much, If they become shriveled, sprinkl 
just a littie water on them. 

But—It will be a long time now before 
we have to be concerned with storage, 
and we are mostly interested in the 
planting and growing of dahlias now. It 
is very easy to plant the tubers too deep. 
The usual depth found for best growth 
is four inches, although in light zoil, it 
is not unusual for them to be planted at 
a depth of six or seven inches. 

Dahlias like a well-drained location 
and the soil should not be tco heavy 
with clay. If your soil is heavy with 
clay, work some wood ashes and peat 
moss into the soil thoroughly, along with 


the fertilizers. As to the fertilizers to 
be used, the usual mixture employed is 
10 pounds of bone meal, five pounds 
murate of potash, and 25 pounds of 
sheep manure. This may be applied as a 
liquid manure by dissolving it in water, 
or it may be applied by working the 
mixture into the soil from time to time. 
Dahlias should not have too much nitro- 


gen. 

All of the dahlias with the possible 
exception of the Pompons should be 
staked, and this should be done at an 
early stage. The average root will make 
several shoots and these should be al- 
lowed to grow until a few leaves have 
appeared. At this time, choose the 
strongest one of the shoots and cut the 
remainder of the shoots away. This 
should be done with a sharp knife and 
they should be removed well below the 
surface of the ground. These shoots that 
are being removed may be rooted in 
sand and transplanted later to the open 
ground. |

DIARY OF A DIRT DIGGER: 


MONDAY NIGHT: 


HE very latest bit of advice about 
that old, old problem of how to 
keep a man happy though mar- 
ried, seems to be “make a garden- 
er out of him.’’ While you're about it, do 
a real good job; turn him loose on some- 
thing intricate and pernickety like an- 
nual asters or Chinese primroses. Then 
vou may be quite sure he won't ever 
have any spare time to get into mischief. 
Seriously, though, it has been discov- 
ered, according to Mr. Richardson 
Wright, that the rate of divorce among 
gardeners is surprisingly low for ‘“gar- 
dening in the diversion of people who 
would rather be in their homes (‘and 
sardens) than anywhere else on earth— 
people who find pleasure in innocent 
amusements, who are constantly curious 
about the vast world of trees and shrubs 
and flowers. who stand in awe of the 
mystery of the seed, and whose greatest 
joy is found in bringing that seed to 
fruition.” To them, wind and rain and 
fiostb and warm sunshine mean a very 
creat deal. They are the really content- 
ed folk—these dirt diggers; no doubt 
about it. 

Now about this business of husband- 
holding—all you have to do, Sisters of 
the Hoe, is to get “HIM” started. Once 
this gardening-fever gets hold of a man 
—let him but produce one enormous 
dahlia, one rose without blemish—and 
he’s safe forever. You couldn't pry him 
loose from. his trowels and rakes and 
spades. And does he do a thorough job 
of his gardening? There's no garden 
gadget too high-priced; no dahlia tuber 
or Japanese peony too expensive, once 
“he” gets a real good shove down the 
garden path. 


WEDNESDAY. 


J. D. Crump, of Macon, a vice presi- 
dent of the American Rose Society and 
a most successful grower of roses as 
well, strongly urges the wider use of 
climbing roses in southern gardens. He 
says that many well-loved, though dif- 
ficult to grow, roses which we struggle 
along with in bush form, may readily 
be secured as climbers and will be found 
to thrive with much greater ease in the 
latter form. There are the hybrid teas 
Mme. Herriott and Mrs. Aaron Ward 
to mention two of this gardener'’s fa- 
vorites that fall into this class. 


How we have showered attentions on 
those two haughty ladies in our own 
garden, only to be rewarded with a bud 
or two now and then, on plants that 
never seem to grow an inch larger. But 
wher? those few buds do come—then all 
is forgiven; for surely there is no rose 
that can compare with Mme: Herriott, 
unless, of course, it be Mrs. Aaron Ward! 
It would seem like a dream come true to 
have them reaching skyward and cov- 
ering themselves with blossoms. But this 
is exactly what is promised in these 
climbers. Mr. Crump says in whatever 
location a climbing vine is desired, there 
a rose should be used instead. It is even 
possible to restrain the vigorous Dr. Van 
Fleet to an orderly existence on pillar 
and swinging chains. 

Although, it is true that with proper 
pruning almost any climbing rose can 
be coaxed to grow in the way you want 
it, still a very safe rule to follow appears 
to be to use the cluster-type ramblers 
for arches, fences and trellises, and the 
larger flowering kinds for walls and 
pergolas. 

Since a climber, once planted. is likely 
to remain in one spot for a considerable 
length of time, it is suggested that a 
little extra time and attention be given 
to preparation of soil. If one wishes to 


do a really thorough job of the planting, 
here is the way to proceed. 
Excavate all the soil for a distance of 


about three feet around on the surface _. 


and about two and @ half feet down. 
Save the top foot-and-ahalf of soil. The 
hard clay sub-soil should be discarded. 
Hack up the bottom of the hole thor- 
oughly, and if drainage is doubtful or 
known to be inadequate, throw in about 
six inches of cinders or smiliar refuse. 
Now add the top soil, alternating each 


shovelful with one of well-rotted cow 


manure. Lacking the manure, dust each 
spadeful with bone meal. When the top 
soil is all used up, fill in the remainder 
with good compost.

Mrs. Kane had 
diéd while at a bathing beach with 
her husband. and there had been no 
uspicion of foul play until what ap- 
eared to be discrepancies bobbed 
up, and the dead woman's mother

According to authorities, they had 
wo distinct versions of the tragedy. 
One was given by Kane, and the 
other version of what happened 
came from some clamdiggers who 
had supposedly witnessed the 
tragedy. 

Kane said his wife siipped from a 
rotk into the water while he was 
swimming some 200 yards away. He 
said she was unconscious when he 
reached her. 

The witnesses, on the other hand, 
aid they had observed a man and 
woman splashing each other, that 
almost immediately afterward they 
heard the woman scream in terror, 
and saw the two struggling together 
in“the water.

“IT lived a normal boyhood,” he 
stated in this article. ‘‘That is to 
say, I disobeyed my parents on all 
occasions, fought, lied. stole, swore, 
played hookey and ran away from 
home.

I was ex- 
peliled from five colleges and two 
universities. It was my chief glory 
that I was invited by the registrar 
not to come back to Cornell.”

That was on the 14th, and the 
following day. after a four-hour ses- 
sion of the coroner's jury, Coroner 
George K. Vanderslice remarked 
that the case was “a confusing 
tangle,’ but that it looked ‘more 
like homicide the deeper we get into 
it.’ He added that Kane had been 
most anxious about a certain letter 
which he thought might be among 
those the authorities had gathered 
up in their search of his effects. 


Dr. Kane, the suspect's father 
came to the professor’s defense with 
a statement that he believed Jenny 
had died of heart trouble. It was 
unthinkable, he said, that his son 
could have killed the woman, 

On the 17th Vanderslice 
nounced the jury's verdict: 

“Mrs. Jenny Graham Kane came 
to her death about 11 a. m. Septem- 
ber 11 at Grand View Beach from 
drowning at the hands of her hus- 
band, Elisha Kent Kane, a premedi- 
tated murder. 

At the same time a letter from 
one who had signed herself “Betty,” 
was made public. It follows: 

“On Board 8. S. America. 
“September 1, 1931. 
“Sashy Dear: 

“Have you read in the news tha. 
the U. S. Lines are more or less on 
the rocks and that this ship is to 
be laid up this trip’ This throws 
about 500 out of work here, includ- 
ing mé.

Apparently the Graham family 
and Mrs. Kane had known about 
this letter. Mr. Graham stated that 
it had caused his daughter “great 
unhappiness.’ The father also made 
the statement: “Jenny had reason 
to believe that he was trying to get 
rid of her.’ 

Kane was released on $15.000 bail 
on the 19th and weint to a hotel a 
Old Point Comfort.

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CONSTITUTION CAMERA CATCHES WHEN LIGHTNING TURNED NIGHT INTO DAY—Here are two remarkable ph phs taken 
at 10:30 o'clock on the night of the electric storm of March 21, as part of the cyclone disturbance which cost more than 300 lives in north 
Alabama and north Georgia. For a half an hour that night the lightning was almost continuous in the sky over Atlanta. It was ac- 
companied by heavy winds, but no serious damage was done as the storm passed far west of the city. The night was pitch dark, but 
for almost a half hour it was brilliantly illuminated by a continuous electric display, during which Bill Mason, staff photographer of The 
Constitution, made a time camera exposure from the top story of The Constitution building. Note the remarkable effect in the two pic- 
tures herewith. presented. THE ABOVE PICTURE shows the skyscrapers of Atlanta taken by this exposure on this pitch dark night 
and by the light of the vivid display of the lightning. The photograph shows the lighted windows in the down town skyscrapers at 
ten-thirty at night, with the glare of one of the city lights on one of the buildings in the lower left. Remember this photograph. was 
taken at 10:30 o'clock on one of the darkest nights of the year. WER PICTURE is a photograph of the lightning flashes north 
of Atlanta as caught that night by the same camera. It is estimated that these flashes were over the Cartersville cyclone area—but by 
them all north Georgia was made as light as day for the period of their continuance.
